EW YORK, May 4—| 
Because the motor bus} 
can give a more flexible 
service than the train—that| 
is, its starting and stopping!

Its low operating cast, estimated 
at a ratio of one to five for steam 
operation, has encouraged indi- 
viduals and gompanies to seek 
franchises throughout the country. 
The growth of the motor bus is 
good news to the rubber growers 
and the tire manufacturers. It 
opens up another field, in which 
the type of tire used is about the 
largest made.

* According to the Department of 
Commerce report for 1925, the 
value of crude rubber imports into 
the United States in that year 
totaled $430,000,000. This made 
crude rubber the leading import of 
the United States. Total value of 
crude rubber imported by manu- 
facturers here in 1924 was $174,- 
000,000. 

In the first three months of 192 
imports of raw rubber were valued 
at $201,891,102, or nearly one-half 
of the value of the total amount 
imported in the full year of 1925. 
These facts have brought home 
strongly to American capitalists the 
need for growing rubber here on 
this continent. or on some of the 
island possessions of the United 
States. 

As yet no material steps 
been taken in this direction, 
until something definite has been 
accomplished it would appear that 
American manufacturers must rely 
on foreign producers for crude 
rubber. 

It is estimated English and Dutch 
rubber plantation owners realized 
a profit of $260,000,000 on their 
sales of the $430,000,000 worth im- 
ported by the United States last 
year. This estimate is arrived at 
after allowing an all-in cost of 20 
cents a pound, or $170,000,000. 
The cost includes depreciation, ad- 
ministration, shipping charges and 
local taxes. 

This large profit naturally will 
be increased with the growing de- 
mand for rubber from domestic 
manufacturers, caused by: the rec- 
ord number of automobiles in this 
country, the large number of motor 
trucks being used for short-haul 
traffic, and the motor passenger 
bus. Even in the event there is a 
let-up in automobile production, 
which means a lessening of the re- 
quirements of automobile manu- 
facturers for casings as original 
equipment, the tire replacement 
business will be heavy.

CARE URGED IN 
DESCRIBING CARS 


T.P. Henry of A. A. A. 
Asks Accuracy. in 
Stating Colors

Washington, May 4.—Inaccu- 
rate and faulty of 
cars is responsible for many of 
the difficulties encountered in 
identifying and recovering stolen 
automobiles, an analysis of re- 
ports submitted to the Ameri- 
can Automobile Association 
shows. 

Characterizing automobile thiev- 
ery as second to bootlegging in un- 
derworld operations, Thomas P. 
Henry, president of the A. A. A., 
today issued a warning to motor- 
ists and dealers to insist on special 
care in recording facts about their 
cars, particularly color descriptions. 

He asserted that manufacturers 
and dealers, as well as the aver- 
ago motorist, can materially aid the 
authorities in stemming the “orgy 
of motor thefts, which is assuming 
serious proportions.”’ 

Particular stress was laid on 
the necessity for accurate nota- 
tion of the colors of cars when 
registering them in states re- 
quiring coler speciffcation. At-

tention also 

that when the average car owner 
discovers the loss of his car he 
is often unable to give the police 
the necessary description until 
after valuable time has been 
lost. 

“Two Connecticut. car owners in- 
formed us that the colors register- 
ed with the state,” said Mr. Henry, 

“did not correspond with the actual 
colors of the particular cars. The 
colors registered by the licensing 
department correspond with the 
colors shown in the manufacturers’ 
specifications but the latter 
inaccurate. 

“One car was designated by both 
the manufacturer and the state as 
being a grey sedan. The color of 
the car was olive green. Another 
car was designated as ‘Russian 
brown.’ Excluding the black run- 
ning gear and fenders, a strip of 
light tan running around a panel, 
the major color of the car was a 
light gray. 

“The growing popularity of two- 
tone colors makes it imperative for 
motorists to insist on accurate des- 
ignation of color specifications. It 
is not enough to record that the 
body is yellow-white for the reason 
that many manufacturers reverse 
the color schemes on some of the 
products for variety sake. Colors 
should be recorded in detail, if ac- 
curacy is to be maintained. 

“However, the growing popular- 
ity of varicolored automobiles, when 
properly registered as to color 
specifications, has helped to iden- 
tify stolen goods and the A. A. A. 
believes that this opportunity to 
curb theft menace should not be 
sacrificed by carelessness and _ in- 
accuracy fi in registration. ?

Strike Felt on 
Rubber Exchange 


New York, May 4.—The threat- 
ened labor revolt in England inject- 
ed itself into the trading in rubber 
futures yesterday. It was respon- 
sible for an advance of 70 points 
in May, the first delivery month. 
Other positions shared in the ad- 
vance, but to a less extent, all this 
being predicated on the assumption 
that if the strike is prolonged, Lon- 
don shipments to this country will 
be seriously interfered with. 

Business was particularly active 
in the last few minutes of trading 
when 142 lots, of a total of 331 
for the day, changed hands. 

In London, while spots were un- 
changed, futures were 144d lower. 
The usual weekly statement of the 
stock of rubber in the London 
warehouses revealed an increase of 
730 tons, to 18, 951 tons.

to owners of rubber plantations 
in the Dutch East Indies alone 
has been tremendous. In 1914 
their gain amounted to $5,000, 
000. Last year it exceeded $100,- 
000,000. Taking as a basis the 
ficial data contained in the De- 
partment of Commerce. report, it 
is estimated the profits accruing 
to the owners of plantations in 

Dutch East Indies in 1930 will 
approximate $150,000,000. 

At present the only way for 
American capital to share in these 
profits is to invest in Dutch plan- 
tation companies’ shares. In an 
effort to encourage Americans to 
“come in” on these profits, some 
Dutch-oWned companies are offer- 
ing sé@€curities, salable both here 
and Abroad. 

The shares in this market are 
in the form of trust certificates, 
giving the owner a market in New 
York and a market in Amsterdam, 
as his certificates can be changed 
into the original shares on short 
notice. These offerings have met 
with success, although they are 
limited to only a few companies. 

The capital invested in rubber 
plantations in. the Dutch East In- 
dies by Dutch companies is placed 
at $240,000,000. Owing to the 
large reserves made in the course 
of years, the older Dutch controlled 
companies have now reached the 
point where the annual output is 
capitalized at $l—say $1 for each 
pound of crude rubber produced. 

The owners of these plantations 
continue to pursue a conservative 
financial policy, so that only 50°" 
per cent. to 60 per cent. is dis- 
tributed in dividends to the share- 
holders. The remainder is rein- 
vested in the properties for im- 
provements and extensions, 

The dividend record of the rub- 
ber producing. companies shows 
substantial profits were realized 
from the exporting and sale of 
crude rubber to American manu-
